You notice that the Union Jack 
flies at the mizzen peak,that from the main 
the pennant streains out with which old 
Blake used to boast that he could whip all 
enemies of England, Dutchmen, with their 
brooms, and Frenchmen, with their brava- 
do, from off the seas—that at the extreme 
end of the flying jib-boom, is a bouquet of 
English roses and oak, fit emblems of the 
tongh and loyal English hearts on board, 
and that a similar posy has been placed at 
tho spanker-boom. Your accustomed eye 
will note, perchance, that these two tiny 
crafts are all ready for a voyage, that their 
boats are all triced up, the sails closely 
reefed, their crews all on board, their offi- 
cers on the quarter-deck and that they are 
getting up steam for a start. Are those 
big white vessels the ships which we haye 
come to see? Well it is for them that they 
are not. Yonder huge hulls would fare 
hardly in the treacherous Melville Bay, 
when the terrible northeaster wind blows 
against the Devil's Thumb ; their paddle- 
wheels might as well be composed of pa- 
piermache as of iron when once the sea 
floe and pack has them in its grip. Yon 
tapering spars would bend before tho gale ; 
in those handsome saloons, with the tem- 
perature below zero, men would be turned 
to ice ere they could cry out; and the 
proud vessels themselyes would add to the 
number of those who in Northern Seas haye 
been conquered by the freezing waters. 
These little vessels with the oak leaves and 
roses may win; your grander ships, with 
more pretentious clanns, must come to 
gricf were they to sail to the Northern 
Seas. For these tiny craft have been pre- 
pared with all the care and forethought 
which past experience can suggest. Their 
side five times as thick as those of 
their huge sisters. At their prows, which 
| will be used to charge the floes and ks 
of ice, and which are made of iron-wood, 
are solid blocks twelve feet in thickness. 
Cross-beams and girders of immense thick- 
ness support their frames. All kinds of 
contrivances hayebeen adopted to help them 
in that terrible moment when the ice—out- 
raged as it were at the attempt to br 
to her solitude and lay bare her secrets— 
seizes the daring ships in her awful grasp, 
and closing upon them makes the decks 
start out and the timbers crack as though 
every moment should see the last of the 
expedition ; when, in anticipation of such 
a catastrophe, boats have been lowered on 
the ice, and hammocks, provisions and 
sledges handed ont for a retreat. Truly 
‘ye gentlemen of England who live at 
home at ease,” are but poorly  ac- 
quainted with the peril of those who go 
forth to fight the battle of civilization in 
Smith’s Sound. 


And now the hour of departure ap- 
ches, four o’clock is well-nigh come,and 
‘arewell” must soon be said for the last 
time.

You cheer, of course. Everybody cheers, 
avd the band on the Heather Boll plays 
with might and main all the old English 
melodies it knows as it runs alongside the 
Alert.

We play “Rule Britannia,” and suddenly 
from the leading vessel of the Expedition 
comes back the refrain, sung by sixty hearty 
voices, ‘‘ Britons never, never, never shall 
be slaves!” Perhaps you may have expect- 
ed some firing ; that the huge guns of the 
batteries should bellow forth a farewell, and 
that the Comet gunboat with her one great 
weapon should reply. But no such event 
occurs, This is eminently a peaceful mis- 
sion. Against no human foe will pike or 
gun or bayonet be turned, unless, indeed, 
around the Pole, jealously guarding the 
top of the carth, exist atribe of ogres, with 
eyes in the contre of their foreheads like 
the Cyclops, who are determined that the 
Union Jack shall never be planted in lati- 
tude 90 deg. and longitude 0 deg. Then, 
indeed, there might, and probably would, 
bea struggle, for Capt. Nares and his merry 
men, like the “‘Miller of the Dee, caring for 
nobody,” would discomfit the giants as of- 
fectuallyas did Ulysses and his companions.

“Tt was a happy inspiration by which they 
connected this their great rae of meoting 
with the name of the United Empire Leyal- 
ists. (Loud cheers.) Some of the younger 
men present might not know tho BpOrY of 
that name, But he came to Canada when he 
was five years old, and this country then was 
still inhabited by many old men who camo 
from the United States during the Revolution ; 
and it was from them that hel arned the story | 
of what Conservatism truly was when the 
principles were carried out, without respect | 
to the consequences. (Loud cheers.) Theirs 
was no lip loyalty; they were not men look- 
ing to fortune; thoy had sacrificed everything 
for their principles. At tho time when the

force for twelye months from the Srd_ day 
of August, 1875, and for twelyo additional 
months thereafter, provided their services 
shall be so long required. The Deputy- 
Adjutant General of the military districts 
notice are directed to take 
necessary steps tocnlist onthe Srd of August 
next, at the head quarters of their respect- 
ive districts, the number of men required 
to be furnished, and to hold them in read- 
iness for immediate transport thereafter 
to Fort Garry, viz Ontario, Military 
District No. 1, 8 men; Military No, 2, 
10 men ; Military District No. 3, 8 men ; 
Military District No. 4,8 men. Quebec, 
Military Districta Nos, 5 and 6, 18 men ;

gained. Ignoring theso facts, the Montreal 
Witness told the electors just before the lo- 
cal elections on Wednesday 7th inst,, that 
‘The political contest to be decided is one 
‘of great importance on account of the at- 
“tempt of the Roman Catholic priesthood 
‘to compose a House of Syllabarians.”— 
This would lead the reader to believe that 
the contest was one between the Church 
and the people, and that the Conserva- 
tives represented the Church, and the 
Liberals the people, How far is» this 
correct? There are a few,.but very few 
among the Rouge party who, following 
the example of the extreme Reds in Paris 
who have either the courage or the princi- 
ple to take a stand against the Priesthood.

It 
says that Mr. Perry, resident near Brighton, 
found the following plan successful:—“He 
got a lot of ducks eggs hatched by hens, 
and tethered the hens with their broods in 
the centre of the potato field, placing a large 
trough with water at each end. The ducks 
begin the work of bug eating, in search for 
whom they are most active, and the result 
is, that not a singlo bug remains. The 
larger breeds of domestic fowls, such as 
Brahmas, are death on bugs. Raise ducks, 
and the bogs will disappear. Several have 
tried it, and they have succeeded in every 
case.

“T have examined the boundary line road 

between Tudor and Lake and find that from 

the Madoe line to Millbridge the road is rough 

—tho bridge at this placo will soon have to 

be rebuilt. 

“ From Millbridge to lot thirty-one road 
very rough ; from thirty-one to fifty not so 
bad but hilly; from lot fifty to nixty-three 
rough and mountainous ; from aixty-threo to 
seventy good for that country; from sixty- 
threo to the north end of the Township, the 
road ia on the boundary lino, A bridge of 
four spans over Beaver Creek is in a good 
stato of repair, and from lot seventy to the 
northern extremity of the Townships the road 
ia passable, 

“The road can be wonderfully improved by 
taking stones out in many places and putting 
stones in in other places, especially on some 
causoways, whero repairs, if ever made have 
not been permanent ; great hollows between 
tho logs should be filled with stone ; the 
causeways in many places are too narrow, the 
sides having fallon away. 

“There can also be a decided improvement 
in many places by deviating the road from its 
present position around some of theso hills, 

“T have found that many of tho farms 
along this road have been deserted, one of 
the reasons, I presume, is the want of a pass- 
able road, 

“T returned from Murphy’s corners by 
what is called the new road, and found only 
twenty-two breaks in the causeway on tho 
road to Millbridge, many of them are danger- 
ous, 

“‘T am satiafied that if the amount expend- 
ed in making the new road had been applied 
to improve the old road, there aaa now 
be one good road, 

“There would be more trade from the 
north and those farms would not be deserted, 

“Ta afew years there will be no road on 
the now line unless some miles of it be re- 
built. 

‘* Aaa portion of it is composed of cause- 
Ways, and as the timber in these causoways 
ia rapidly decaying, the rebuilding will havo 
to be commenced soon. 

“There should be some repairs doe im- 
mediately on the old road.” -

Anoruer Psst Cowino.—There seems 
to be no limit to the number 
of insect pests which the “wild west,” in 
its boundless liberality, ia ready to generate 
and let loose for the benefit of the world 
in general and the east in particular. ‘Tho 
potato bug ia apparently being followed 
by the grasshopper, and now a Chicago, 
paper states that another pest has been let 
loose, Itsaya :—‘‘A new potato bug has 
made its appearance in this part of the 
State, which is apparently more voracious 
and destructive than its predecessor—the 
Colorado beetle. The new peat is long 
and thin in form, of a doye color, and 
suddenly makes its appearance in the 
potato fields in swarms. In Will County 
and in the southern part of Cook County 
the potato fields aro literally alive with 
thom, Agentleman at Blue Island, in 
this county, exhibited a few specimehs of 
them atthe Journal office this morning, 
assuring us that they have appeared in 
swarms in that town, and are making sad 
hayocinthe potato patches. Paris green 
will dostroy them.”

In 1690, 
howeyer, the Prince of Orange placed him- 
self at the head of the army which was 
maintaining his cause. On the 14th June 
ho landed at Carrickfergus, and was received 
with acclamations by his supporters, and 
ten days later he marched from Lough- 
brickland southward, with all his force, 
determined, as he said, ‘‘not to let the 
grass grow under his feet.” His enemy 
retreated before him, till, a week later, he 
found them in position to receive him on 
the opposite or southern shore of the ri- 
yer Boyne. On the morning following, 
the battle was fought, although the King 
had been wounded on the previous day 
bya cannon shot which grazed his left 
shoulder, William’s army numbered about 
36,000, and was composed of troops repre- 
senting nearly all the Protestant nationali- 
ties in Europe. Nearly one-half of the 
men were English ; then there were the 
Scotch guards, several regiments of Dutch 
troops, some Germans, a brigade of Danish, 
a Brandenburg and a Finland regiment, a 
body of French Huguenots, and last, but 
not of least account, the Protestant Irish. 
James’ army consisted of about 30,000 
men, mainly Irish, with the addition of 
some French regiments. The battle which 
ensued may be described in a few words, 
namely, that the attacking army were al- 
lowed to cross the Boyne with a very feeble 
resistance, oxcept at one point, where the 
Irish Cavalry fought desperately against 
Solmes’ Dutch horsemen, the Danish aux- 
illiaries, and Caillemot’s French Protest- 
ants, They were, however, finally defeat- 
ed with great slaughter, At almost every 
other point James’ adherents gave way, 
whole regiments throwing away arms,colors 
and other impedimenta, and taking to the 
hills without firing a shot. was 
amongst the first to fly, and he scarcely 
halted until fifty miles from Dublin, copt 
to spread the disastrous news in the ce pital, 
and to unwarrar

ably accuse his soldiers of 
being the cowards which his own system 
had temporarily made them. This splendid 
and decisive victory was achieved with the 
loss of but tive hundred men on the part 
of the conquerors, whilst of their enemies,

OTTAWA LUMBER TRADE. 

The Citizen of the 13th says: Owing to the 
dullness of the lumber trade, small sales, low 
prices and the crowding of the piling grounds 

jhe Chaudiero mill owners are thinking 

seriously of shutting down thoir mills early 
next month. Would it not be better for all 
parties interested ifthe manufacturers were 
to calla meeting and reduce wages slightly, 
so as toenable them to keep their mills run- 
ning until fall instead of shutting down 
carly? No doubt the men would prefer low- 
er wages anda full season's employment 
rather than full wages fora few weeks, and 
then have the mills closed down, throwing 
them out of employment. 

The water in the Gatineau is very low. 

It is a question with the mill-owners 
whether it is not cheaper to organize a fire 
brigade and keep the men on duty day and 
night with hose branches in their hand 
among the lumber piles than pay ont $5,000 
or $6,000 a year to insurance companics.

Assault. on a Train in a Dismal 
Place. 


ATROCIOUS MURDER OF THE 
ENGINEER. 


A Braye Express Messenger, 


ATTEMPT TO GET AT THE MONEY. 
BOXES, : 


Tene Havre, Ind., July 9,—At about 
1 o'clock this morning as express train No. 
5, bound east on the Vandal lia route, dréew 
up at Long Pond, a waterin station ,whout 
41 miles west of ‘this city, the Adams Ex- 
press car was uncoupled, and two armed 
men boarded the engine, each presenting a 
revolver at the engineer, Milo Ames, and 
commanding him to “ let her go.” The 
engineer was stupefied by the suddennéas 
of the attack, and stood motionless at his 
post. Again he was commanded to ‘« pull 
her open,” but still he did not move. 


THE ENGINEER KILLED, 

The robbers, finding he did not obey 
their commands,and having no time to lose, 
fired upon him simultaneously. One bullet 
assed through his heart and came out just 
below his shoulder. blade... Ames was ini 
stantly killed. The other ball struck a» 
watch in the vest pocket of Ames. The 
fireman, who was in rear of the tender, 
where he was abont to adjust the water- 
Pipe, seeing a pair of dangerous looking 
customers on the engine, and wisel ly con- 
cluding that discretion was the better 
cS oe a into the ditch.

merous and interesting competitions, the 
Martini-Henry rifle was finally adopted as 
the weapon best fitted for the Britisharmy, 
its trajectory being lower than that of any 
other rifle, and its penetrative power second 
to that of no other known gun. Many 
thousands of this arn had been manufac- 
tured, when a very grave fault in it was 
discovered. Tho ‘‘kick” or recoil was 
found to be so great ‘that men could. not 
use it continuously in action without being 
so much injured and shocked as to seriously 
impair the accuracy of their aim, which is 
an all-important matter in these days of 
long-range firing. An attempt has been 
made to obviate this by reducing the weight 
of the bullet ‘and lessening the charge of 
powder, but, whilst the’ recoil remains 
nearly as strong as before, the trajectory 
is heightened, the acourncy of the shooting 
consequently impaired, and the penetratiye 
power is largely diminished. There un- 
fortunately seoms no reason to doubt, 
therefore, that for purposes of actual war- 
fare the Martini-Henry is a failure, fit per- 
haps for skirmishers and outlying pickets, 
but not adapted to the tive of the rank and 
file. It therefore becomes the duty of the 
British Government to at least partially 
abandon the manufacture of this weapon 
and to give inventors an opportunity of 
producing something better. That this 
course will be pursued, and that the right 
gun will finally be produced does not admit 
of a doubt, Should her own inventors fail, 
Britain has gold to induce those of. other 
countries to step into the arena of compe- 
tition. and what manay can~purenaso she 
will havo. As it is, wo have faith that no 
army,oven granting them superior weapons, 
can endanger tho safety of our motherland, 
The descendants of the mon of Crecy and 
Poictiers—of the Peninsula and Waterloo 
—of Aboukir and Trafalgar—of a hundred 
other victories on land and on sea hayo not 
degenerated, as proved at Alma, Balaclava, 
Inkerman—in Ohina, Abyssinia and Ash- 
antec—and with her “iron walls” sweeping

He was | 
vigorous for work, and preached with all 
his old fire in the church of his son-in-law, 
Mr, Welsh, whose guests we were. At 
Mossfennan the time passed like a summer's 
day. When not occupied with reading or 
correspondence, Dr. Guthrie was the cen- 
| tre and soul of the conversation; he seem- 
ed to be able to watch its course eyen while 
engaged with his work, turned aside to 
confirm or correct some observation, to give 
some anecdote or recollection, and resumed 
his train as if absorbed in it. I remember 
specially the long evenings when we gath- 
ered round the blazing fire, the wood log 
flanked with coal, aud, as in Cowper's pic- 
ture of comfort, “the hissing urn” and the 
‘“wheeled round sofa.” He kept himself 
free and disengaged for these seasons, and, 
to the hour when he retired, threw into the 
conversation an unflagging life that was 
wonderful. The stores of his reading, but 
particularly of his personal observation and 
experience, were poured out in exhaustless 
flow, with shrewd remarks on human na- | 
ture, vivid pictures of landscapes, or oe:

I was struck by tho 
way in which Dr, Guthric passed from the 
memories of the deserted church to the hu- 
manities of the present ; yet if Was the 
same clement in both which interested him, 
He had not much to say for mere stone and 
lime antiquarianism; but he touched 
ground when he came to the human. He 
was on terms of thorough acquaintance 
with his neighbors. He seemed to know 
every face we saw, and the names of all 
the absent, and the shaking of hands re- 
minded me of the welcome given by the 
people to the minister at a Scotch ordina- 


the patronizing air, and on theirs a mixture 
of ananly independence and respect. One 
Was introduced to me as ‘ the mathema- 
tician,” and another as “the poet.” He 
had discovered their tastes and qualities, 
and set himself to draw them out with a 
playful humor that never hurt their honest 
feelings, and that left a brightness on their 
faces at parting. 

His leisure times through the day were 
spent in curious studies of plants and ani- 
mals, with quaint Christian emblems drawn 
from them, and regrets that the convention- 
alities of the pulpit would not always per- 
mit of their use there. As the evening 
deenen ed iaa did his discourse ; and one 
could see by what a profound well of re- 
ligious feeling hislife had been freshened 
in his work for his fellow-men. In the 
household prayer his heart was open, and 
the fullness and affectionfor the members 
of his family, scattered now over the 
world, for the brotherhood of faith and for 
all men was poured out his own strong and 
fe.vid words. It was not this, however, 
that I have to speakso much asof the fa- 
miliar traits about him that one can refer 
to with less delicacy, but that are very 
helpful in individualizing him. I observed 
that in his prayers on thes¢occasions hehad 
a certain rythiu in his voice, and that the 
foot often kept an audible accompaniment 
evidently without being conscious of it. I 
think it is characteristic of his speeches and 
sermons also when in a certain mood. Ibe- 
lieve he never wrote aline of poetry in his 
life, and yet the bees of Hybla seem to have 
been humming in the air without finding 
where tosettle down. I donot know that 
we have any reason to regret it, forthe po- 
et-orator does his work no less than the po- 
et-proper. Whenwe had ims or hymns 
sung through the day, we had the accom- 
paniment of a harmonium, but the instru- 
ment was silenced at family praise. Tasked 
the reason, and found that it was an offer- 
ing to charity.

The more I saw of Dr. Guthrie, my feel- 
ing deepened that he was the same man in 
private as he appeared in public, and that 
his work was the outcome of his life. He 
had the same two poles to his nature— 
indignation and pity ; indignation that 
rose against the enemies of justice and 
freedom, and pity not only for all human 
kind, but for the broken reflections of it 
in dumb suffering life as well, And play- 
ing between these poles was a Jambent 
humor that helped to make pity more soft 
and wrath more keen. Besides the one 
Book, there were two he was always read- 
ing—nature and human nature ; not with 
other men’s glasses, noither telescope nor 
microscope, rut with his own natural eye- 
dight, opened by a genuine, loving interest. 
Of the two, I should say he preferred 
human nature. He loved not nature less, 
but man the more. His way of looking 
at a landscape was the opposite of Claude 
Lorraine's, with whom scenery is every- 
thing, and men in the foreground only lay 
figures. And yet his loye of nature mee 
very deep and genuine, as any man coul 
see. He carried it in his heart to the city, 
and hung up his pictures in his mind's eye 
te keep himself and his hearers natural and 
fresh amid the din and dust. His study

Gowan's re-election is a certainty. On the 

15th he arrived in Guelph, having stayed at 
Drayton the previous night ; he was accom- 

panied by Mr. McKim, the rejected of Centro 
and West Wellington, and was met at tho 
station by Messrs. James Innes and James

She 
died the day after he left England, His 
second wife, Lady Jano Franklin, was born 
in 1800, and was the daughter of John 
Griffith, F. 8. A. She was of French Hu- 
guenot descent on her mother’s side. She 
was marriod to Sir John Franklin on the 
8th of March, 1828, She accompanied her 
husband to Tasmania, of which colon: 
he was Governor from 1836 to 1643, 
and while there rendered a permanent ser- 
vice to that colony by paying out of her 
rivate purse a bounty of ten shillings each 
‘or the destruction of a dangerous kind 
of serpent. On the 26th May,1845,Sir John 
Franklin sailed from Sheerness ‘on his last 
expedition to the Arctic seas, in command 
of two ships, the Erebus and Terror, which 
were furnished and fitted ont in the strong- 
est and most complete manner, and manned 
by picked crews, amounting in all ‘to 188 
men. Franklin's ships were last seen by a 
whaler, who met them in Baflin’s Bay July 
26th, 1845, and then for yearano tidi 
came to indicate their fate. It is in con- 
nection with the fitting out of several expe- 
ditions, first for the rescue and finally Boe 
the recovering of relics of her husband that 
Lady Franklin has of late years been best 
known. That the mystery of the fate of 
that pilsst expedition has been finally 
oh up, is due almost entirely to her 
verance and determination. It would 
tedious to enumerate the many expedi- 
tions which were sent out in search of Sir 
John Franklin, to all of which his devoted 
wife was an active contributor. Although 
it was reasonably certain, in the course of 
nature, that he could not be alive, in 1857 
Lady Franklin, after successive British Go- 
yernments had grown weary of sending out 
Arctic expeditions, fitted out the screw str. 
Fox for a final effort to remove the mystery 
which hung over tho fate of the lost expe- 
dition. It was placed under the command 
of Captain McClintock, and its results were 
to put all doubts as to what had become of 
the crews of the Eres and Terror at rest 
for ever. Tho first trace of the long lost 
crews was found at Cape Herschel, in, 
William’s Land. _ It was a blackened skel- 
eton lying at full length on the beach, and 
beside it fi ents of Enropean clo Y 
a pocket-book, and a few letters. A day's 
march northeast of Cape Crozier, in Victo- 
ria Straits, he came across a boat fitted to 
aasledge. In it were two skeletons, two 
loaded guns, and various other relics, in- 
cluding Sir John Franklin's silver fe, 
besides fuel, ammunition, and articles of 
food, Near Cape Felix, the northernmost 
point of King William’s Land, was found a 
ruined cairn, three tents, ‘and other traces 
of Franklin's , but no record ; Baton 
May 6th, 1869, at Point Victory, w Jarge 
cairn was, discoyered. in which was a tin 
case containing a record, the first authentic 
“account obtained of the fate of the lost ex- 
pedition. It read ns follows :— 
as fay, 1847.

After drifting compliantly an hour or 
two, I set out for the summit of a hill 
some 900 feet high, with a view t tting 
as far up in the storm as possible.

‘Yheir valleys abound in fine miniature land- 
scapes, moss-bogs enliven their banks like 
meadows, and thickets of fruited hypne 
rise here and there like forests ; and though 
nearly vertical, these minute tree-rivers are 
not all fall.

of grandeur, The storm was wholly devel- | 
oped; it was in full bloom, and formed, 
from my commanding outlook on the hill- 
top, one of the most glorious spectacles I 
ever beheld.

beaten rain filled the air like one vast wa- 
ter-fall Detached cloud-masses swept ir

Our best rains 
are heard mostly on roofs, and winds in

Yet we may draw intense enjoyment 
from a knowledge of storm-sounds that we 
cannot hear, and of storm-movements that 
We cannot s The sublime rush of plan- 
ets around their suns is not heard any more 
than the oozing of rain-drops among the 
roots of planets. 

How interesting would be the history of 
a single rain-drop followed back from the 
ground to its farthest fountains. It ishard 
to obtain clear general views of storms so 
extensive and scemingly so shapeless ax 
the one under consideration, notwithstand- 
ing the aid derived from a thousand ob- 
servers furnished with the best instra- 
ments, The smallest and most compre- 
hensiblo species of Sierra storm is found 
growing in “the middle regions of tho © 
range, some specimens being so local and 
small that we can go round their bases and 
see them from all sides like a mountain. 
Like the rains of the greater portion of 
equatorial regions, they seem to obey a 
kind of rhythm, appearing day after day 
a little before noon, sometimes for weeks 
in succession, forming one of the most im- 
posing and characteristic features of tho 
midday scenery. The periods aro well 
known and taken into account by Indians 
and mountaineers. It is not long, geolog- 
ically speaking, since the first ram-drop 
fell upon the present landscapes of tho 
Sierra ; for, however old therange may be, 
regarded as awhole, its features are young.
